Guarantee For 


Israel's Borders 


Guarantee the present boundaries of Israel," 
advise not only the Israeli but also certain 
American leaders — eg., Mrs. Roosevelt. Adlai 
E. Stevenson. They argue that with such guar­ 
anties the Middle East would be stabilized, that 
without them the Arab states will inevitably 
nurse, with Kremlin encouragement, their ter­ 
ritorial designs on the Israel state. 
I hcse Arab designs call for rolling back 
Israel s boundaries to the lines proposed by U.N . 
General Assembly in November 1947. Those lines 
were then called completely unacceptable by the 
Arabs, partially unacceptable by the Israeli. 
So came war in the early summer of 1948. a 
war in which Israel drove the Arab armies back. 
When an armistice was arranged in the spring 
of 1949. Israeli troops were in occupation of 
almost one-third more territory than had been 
proposed bv U N. This additional territory re­ 
mains incorporated within Israel. 
I hese additions were along practically all 
the former borders and make Israel a little less 
of a territorial crazy quilt than in the U.N. plan. 
Even so. hardly a spot in the north or center is 
more than 25 miles from some Arab state, hardly 
a spot in the Negeb area of the south more than 
40 miles from a frontier. 


the Arabs say that these territorial additions 
are simply the spoils of war, and are needed to 
house the now homeless Arab refugees. Israel 
says it needs every single acre of its present 
domain to accommodate its growing population 
and in addition the new immigration of oppressed 
Jew s from other lands to whom Israel, by the 
very reason of its existence, must hold out a 
welcoming hand 
You take it from there, King 
Solomon.

The Y e a rs 1957-58 


Each year is in a way crucial 
For, come what 
may, it is a vear passed, which will never return and 
what was done lr that year, cannot he undone 
And so, a* we review 1957 on the eve of 1938 and 
wonder what has been accomplished, it begins to stand 
out, for all to see that the fantastic system of Ameri­ 
can education ha* not succeeded in producing the men 
• 
Tho can meet a ensue 
For all the shouting about 
producing more engine?! ss and scientists really doe* 
not establish that we have too few engineers and 
scientists. What it does establish is that our thinking 
processes have been slowed down since the days of 
Edison and Westinghouse and Steinmetr and the other 
great minds who sent us hurtling ahead of all nations 
in the field of original inventiveness even if our inven­ 
tors did not have Ph D s in chemistry and physics. 


We have slowed up intellectually. 
We have 
•lowed up because of regimentation and group 
activity and too much dependence upon certificates 
of attendance al universities 
and too little In­ 
genuity and initiative. 


So the Sputnik gave u* a scare. 
We suddenly 
realized that kids were not fitted by experience to 
pick their own courses in high school nor even in the 
first years of college 
We began to note that in the 
colleges, not only had l^atin and Greek become non­ 
compulsory but also mat bemat lea and history. 
The question in 1957 was, what did the youngsters 
who went to colleges by the million each year really 
learnt What are the professors teaching'* What are 
they qualified to teach'’ The effect of this nation-wide 
inquiry is not manifest in any conviction that there is 
a waste of time and effort during the rich years when 
mind and character formation is so important. 
And 
once such criticism becomes sufficiently serious, our 
colleges will be forced to raise their standards. Atten­ 
dance will not be sufficient. A gentleman s C will not 
be sufficient. 


Sputnik was built bv men who knew mathe­ 
matic*, physics and chemistry. 
Thev knew their 
stuff or Sputnik would never have been built, 
it 
was not built bv a fellow with a football scholar­ 
ship. 
In a word. Sputnik rejects our country-cluh 
concept of a college campus. 


1957 also established our poverty of original ideas. 
Actually, it is impossible that a nation that produced 
so many original thinkers in a few centuries cannot 
produce them again 
There is no evidence that we 
have run our course. Where ate the geniuses of yester­ 
year? 
But that really it not our problem 
There are 
plenty of brilliant minds about. Nevertheless something 
has happened. 
For one thing, we have become a 
regimented people, a stylized people, largely by the 
uniform training we get in our schools. All high school 
education Is determined by the College Entrance Ex­ 
aminations and the Aptitude Tests. The student must 
pass these to get into the better colleges. Therefore 
there must be a degree of uniformity of teaching and 
of learning, lf the student does not answer objectively, 
that is. as the machine is adjusted to receive the 
answers by means of an electric eye, the student's 
career is immediately destroyed, unless he or she has 
the good sense and the fortitude to find the means to 
get to Europe where it is still possible to study subjects 
without moving blocks into place to prove aptitude. 
Perhaps the low status of the American B A. has some­ 
thing to do with all this, although the kids in such an 
institution as the Bronx High School of Science seem 
lo do as well as many a B A., even before they pass 
^ h e ir aptitude tests. 


It takes at least an M.A. to get a decent job 
at a time when there is a shortage of intelligent * 
folks, although there are hundreds of thousands of 
intellectuals. Finally, to get a top-notch scientist’s 
salary, one must be a Ph.D. which means years 
more of study, the writing of a thesis and another 
diploma. 


Maybe that is the only way to do education on a 
large scale, but initiative, inventiveness, genius docs 
not comd from such processes. The Wright brothers 
were not conformists and neither of them was a Ph D.; 
neither was Slim Lindbergh nor for that matter were 
any of the brilliant minds and daring personalities who 
finally made the airplane an instrument in the service 
of man.

The Kremlin has begun a drive 
for a wholly new kind of East- 


West 
talk—a “ dialogue of the 
giants” between the E. S. and 
the E E S R 
with all others ex­ 
cluded for the conference table. 
The decision whether to em­ 
bark on such a dialogue is just 
about the most serious purely dip- 
Lmatic decision that can be ima­ 
gined. The question has not been 
even tangentially discussed with 
the other 
Western 
allies 
Yet 
some sort of a decision is going 
to have to be made rather soon. 
if only because the 
Kremlin s 
drive is rather well advanced. 
Ludicrously little attention has 
as vet been paid to this immense­ 
ly significant and quite novel de­ 
velopment 
Yet 
the 
Kremlins 
opening gun was fired some time 
ago. 
To 
be 
specific. 
Nikita 
Khrushchev reportedly told Aneu­ 
rin Revan, when the latter visit­ 
ed Russia, that tete-a-tete talks 
between the 
E. 
S. 
and 
the 
E.S.S.R 
ottered the one really 
hopeful way out of the worlds 
present impasse. 


The same statement was far 
and away the most striking tea- 
ture of the letter that Khrushchev 
recently 
wrote 
to 
the 
“ New 
Statesman and Nation.” purpor­ 
tedly in answer to a published 
plea 
for 
nuclear 
disarmament 
by Lord Russell. In the entire 
population of the British Isles. 
Aneurin Bevan and the “ New 
Statesman” 
editors 
are 
the 
people most likely to be alarmed 
and outraged by the prospect of 
exclusive U. S —E.S.S.R. talks. 
One can only guess that Khrush­ 
chev wished to appeal to their 
not 
inconsiderable 
vanity 
by 
choosing them as his confidants, 
in the hope of winning them to 
his side in this manner. 
More recently, these informal 
indications in the best Khrushchev 
manner have been reinforced by 
a forma! and public statement. 
At the meeting of the Supreme 
Soviet in Moscow, in their offi­ 
cial 
comments 
on 
the 
recent 
NATO conference, both Khrush­ 
chev and Andre! Gromyko rather 
elaborately pooh-poohed all the 
ordinary forms of East-West ne­ 
gotiation 
But after remarking 
that the Soviets had often propos­ 
ed a meeting between the heads 
of government of the capitalist 
and socialist states “ to solve the 
problems of humanity,“ Khrush­ 
chev blandly added: 
“ If an agreement between the 
United 
States 
and 
the 
Soviet 
Enion can he achieved without 
prejudice to the interests of other 
countries, good results for peace 
will be achieved.” 
Short of sending a written in­ 
vitation to President Eisenhow­ 
er and Secretary of State Dulles 
to join in a huddle with him, Sta- * 
lin s heir could hardly have been 
more specific. If no sort of an­ 
swer to his invitation is given, 
the silence will be taken by the 


Kremlin a* the most chilling ne­ 
gative answer. 
This in turn can 
sharply affect 
Kremlin 
policy. 
So the question should at least 
be carefully considered in all its 
aspects, instead of being settled 
bv mere default as seems to be 
the present tendency. 
Curiously 
enough. 
Secretary 
Dulles himself appears to be in 
two minds about this question. 
He certainly did not want the 
NATO 
conierence 
communique 
to include an invitation to renew­ 
ed East-West negotiations. Dur­ 
ing the first two days of the con­ 
ference. he sat mute and grim 
while both Prime Minister Mac­ 
millan 
and 
France’s 
Foreign 
Minister 
Pineau 
insisted 
that 
such an invitation must be issued. 
He finally realized that he had to 
pay tor NATO agreement on mili­ 
tary questions especially the me­ 
dium range missiles—by his own 
agreement to the invitation to 
East-West talks. 
Yet when the form of this invi­ 
tation was being discussed. Secre­ 
tary Dulles strikingly remarked 
that there really were only two 
kinds of East-West 
talks that 
could possibly do any good, talk* 
within the framework of the End­ 
ed Nations, and exclusive talk* 
between 
the 
U. 
S. 
and 
the 
E.S.S.R. alone. Thus even the 
American Secretary of State is 
not sure that a dialogue of the 
giants would be wholly fruitless. 
Whether 
anything 
could 
he 
achieved by such a dialogue is 
quite simply a question that can­ 
not be answered until and units* 
a dialogue has been attempted. 
The Soviets are now giving two 
different kinds of signs. They are 
giving signs of great self confi­ 
dence and increased aggressive, 
ness, founded on their conviction 
of their own strength. But they ai a 
also giving signs of quite genu­ 
ine concern for the future OI a 
world in which the whole scene 
will be dominated by the new 
weapons that can destroy lite on 
earth. 
In these circumstances, if the 
Soviets could get down to busi­ 
ness in a corner with the Ameri­ 
cans. could they conceivably He 
induced to agree to a peaceful fu­ 
ture of live-and-let-live” No one 
can tell. 
But there is one thing that can 
be told, here and now, with ab­ 
solute certainty. While John Fos­ 
ter Dulles is Secretary of State a 
dialogue of giants is impossible. 
For any such dialogue in which 
Dulles is the American spokes­ 
man or the President’s chief ad­ 
visor. will almost automatically 
break up the Western Alliance. 
The distrust of Dulles, the lack 
of confidence in Dulles are too 
great and too profound among 
our allies. They would exDect to 
be sold down the river. 
Thev 
would hurrry to try to make up 
their own bi-lateral deal with th* 
Kremlin. 
And so the 
alliance 
would come to grief for good.
